SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teenage Sex Programme No. 789/ Video Programme No. 
305 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by legitimising images of young teenagers engaged in sexual activity 
within the context of a publication which is itself intended to be sexually arousing. 

The video recording contains sustained depictions of teenagers involved in sexual 
activity either with each other or with adults. The context for the sexual activity, the 
participants clothing and hairstyles, their general demeanour, and the titles of the 
scenes present the females as young persons. The activity includes fellatio, 
cunnilingus, vaginal intercourse, digital vaginal penetration, the penetration of the 
vagina with an assortment of dildos, and ejaculation onto the bodies of the female 
participants. 

Excision of these scenes was recommended. The owner of the publication did not 
respond to the notice requesting the excisions. The notice has since lapsed. Section 
33(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) 
stipulates that when a distributor fails to respond to an excision notice within the 
specified time, the Classification Office shall proceed to classify the video recording in 
accordance with s23 of the FVPC Act. 

Plad the recommended excisions been made, the Classification Office would have 
classified this video recording as objectionable except if the availability of the video 
recording was restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years because of 
the explicit depictions of sexual activity. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) protects the 
freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. 
Plowever, this video falls under one of the deeming provisions of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The deeming provisions of the 
FVPC Act override si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
